THE COST OF such improve­ 
ments would be borne by owners 
of property abutting the streets.

At the informal hearing last 
week, residents of the area were 
unanimous in their opposition to 
the paving of Marshall and Haw­ 
thorne.

the elderly in the United Slates. 
It is estim ated that there are 1,- 
800,000 victims of cerebral vas­ 
cular disease in this country to­ 
day. Thus the stroke has become 
the spectre of the aged. 
To date, and only for approxi­ 
mately the last three years, has 
this field begun to have the at­ 
tention that these statistics in­ 
dicate it should have. Mayo clinic, 
Cornell university medical cen­ 
ter and M assachusetts General 
hospital, in conjunction with Har­ 
vard university, have had active 
research program s in progress. 
The reasons are clear: in many 
countries of the world the aver­ 
age life span is 30 years, but in 
America certainly, the life span

Hospitals Expand Medical Services

It is very likely that within 
one year one out of eight read­ 
ing this column will be hospital­ 
ized. That is the current ratio of 
Americans needing hospital care. 
As 
more 
advanced 
diagnostic 
and treatment equipment comes 
along it will be placed in hos­ 
pitals, and health leaders predict 
that a greater percentage of us 
will use our hospitals in future 
years. 
Since one member of the av­ 
erage American family is a hos­ 
pital patient every two years, we 
are all very 
interested 
in 
the 
cost. 
Like 
almost 
everything 
else, the cost of hospital care has 
gone up. There are many forces 
operating 
that

likely that this trend will contin­ 
ue.

Two Bills Concern 
Suburban Voters 


by W. RUSSELL ARRINGTON 


Significant 
developments 
oc­ 
curred last week with respect to 
two items that seem to have dis­ 
turbed the voters in my district 
as much as any other * m atters 
pending before 
the Leg:slature. 
At least I have received approx­ 
im ately as 
m any 
letters 
from 
constituents on these items as I 
have on any others. 
. Some weeks ago I reported to 
you there has already been en­ 
acted into law at this session a 
bill which abolished the exemp­ 
tion from ‘license 
requirem ents 
of 14-16 year old teenagers driv­ 
ing motor scooters. 
There rem ained in the Legis­ 
lature. however, bills both in the 
House and Senate which would 
have 
authorized 
this 
teenage 
group to drive motor scooters if 
properly 
licensed. 
Judging 
by 
m y correspondence this proposal 
was .altogether 
unpopular 
and 
caused myeh concern. 
LAST WEEK 
a 
Senate com­ 
m ittee killed this latter measure. 
It seems rather assured at this 
tim e that the hundreds of parents 
who* are interested in this prob­ 
lem need have no further 
con­ 
cern—at least during the current 
session of the 
Legislature. 
The 
bill was so overwhelmingly 
de­ 
feated 
in 
committee 
that 
the 
sponsors of the l e g i s l a t i o n 
seemed 
fully 
impressed 
th at 
their bill cannot pass. 
Another bill of about equal 


concern to the voters in my dis­ 
trict was represented by House 
Bill 32. Th;s bill was introduced 
by the School Problems Commis­ 
sion. It provided that only chil- 


I dren attaining age six 
by Sep­ 
tem ber I might enter school at 
the commencement of the school 
i term . It provided further that in 
j those schools where the term is 
divided 
into two sem esters, 
a 
child might enter school at the 
beginning of rh§ second sem ester 


j only if he attains age six by Feb- 
! ruary I. 
In my district m any of the 
j schools have a full year term . 
I This m eant that a child attain- 
| ing the age of six on September 
2 or thereafter would not be per- 
; mitted to start.h is schooling un­ 
til • the 
following 
September. 
There were other features of the 
m easure which are not too* im­ 
portant for the purposes of this 


I report. 
TO THE MANY hundreds who 
wrotq me concerning this legis- 
j lation and to all of whom I have 
already written, I wish to report 
that this m easure was defeated 
I in the House last week. It would 
j appear that here again the spon­ 
sors will not pysh their m easure 
further and that for the next two 
years, at least, no legislation can 
be adopted changing the present 
entrance age requirem ents. 
A multitude of other m easures 
on which many of you have writ- 
1 ten me are 
still 
pending. 
The 


legislative tempo, however, is in­ 
creasing 
mightily 
and the 
re­ 
maining six weeks of the current 
session will see most of 
these 
m atters disposed of. 
Might I say that the literally 
thousands of communications I 
have received from the voters in 
my district have been most help­ 
ful and in most cases altogether 
tem perate. Your representatives 
in the Legislature welcome word 
from 
you 
regarding legislation 
which you consider affects you 
directly.

Ways to Cut 


Maintenance 


The Federal Housing Admini­ 
stration has drawn up a p r o ­ 
gram of suggestions designed to 
hold down the cost of home main­ 
tenance. Among the points cov - 
ered are the following: 
Roofs and the flashing around 
chimneys should be checked an­ 
nually for breaks, warping and 
rusk. 
Exterior 
walls 
of ° masonry 
should be examined for cracks 
and w arping. 
Exterior windows 
and doors 
should be examined for openings, 
which should be sealed with putty 
or caulking compound. 
Exterior painting should b e 
done every three or four years. 
Any painted area that peels o r 
blisters should be examined for 
moisture intrusion. 
The cords of electrical appli - 
ances should b e ‘inspected per­ 
iodically to see that they are not 
worn or frayed. If they are, they 
should be replaced. 
Faucets 
and other v a l v e s 
should be checked for leaks. A 
small continuing drip can wear a 
groove in the metal that may re­ 
quire replacement to stop the 
leak. 
* Attics and crawl spaces should 
be checked several times 
each 
year for dampness or moisture 
condensation. 
Such 
conditions 
may indicate the need for addi­ 
tional ventilation or other cor­ 
rective measures.

Illegal overloads also 
have dam aged m any of our old 
pavements. 
But 
pavements

other m aterials have suffered far 
greater dam age from this cause 
due to their lack of structural 
beam strength.” 


•WALLACE explained that air- 
entrained concrete can be 
ob­ 
tained f r o m ready-mixed con­ 
crete plants or by using air-en­ 
training cement. It costs no more 
and is specifically recommended 
for all uses where concrete will 
be exposed to the Illinois climate. 
"Failure to use air-entrained 
concrete containing proper quan­ 
tities of cement and w ater has 
been a m ajor cause of surface 
dam age to pavements .sidewalks 
and cinveways through wint e r 
! months, he said. 
“ Other causes of 
scaling 
or 
pitting m ay be overworking of 
the concrete when being finished, 
use of sub-standard aggregates, 
or insufficient curing of the com­ 
pleted slab. Excessive crack ihg 
m ay also be due to any of these 
causes or to failure to prepare 
a well-drained subgrade.” 
WALLACE offered the follow­ 
ing tips to home-owners planning 
concrete im provem ents: 
—Specify 
air-entrained 
c o n ­ 


crete with a minimum of five 
per cent air content. 
—Specify 
concrete containing 
no less than six sacks of cement 
per cubic yard nor m ore’ than J 
six gallons of w ater, 
including 
m oisture in the aggregate. 
—Insist on a well-graded ag­ 
gregate meeting state highway 
specifications. 
—Avoid over-finishing of plas­ 
tic concrete. This tends to bring 
fine m aterials to the top. weak­ 
ening the surface. 
A I lco w for proper cur i n g, 
keeping concrete wet for at least I 
three days. Keep cars and trucks 
off new concrete for seven days.

burns. People lose weight when 
they take in few er calories than 
they burn, forcing their bodies to 
draw upon stored fat for energy. 


Miss B arto suggests that a re­ 
ducing diet should be carried out

The 
diet should contain the correct 
num ber of calories, and the nec­ 
essary proteins, m inerals, vita - 
mins, fats, and carbohydra t e s 
from a variety of foods.

Traces Latin Food History 


What is the difference, if any, 
between Mexican and Span i s h 
food? A lot of people think it’s all 
the same thing. Others contend 
the two cuisines are as different 
as night and day. According to 
the woman who should know bet­ 
ter than anyone else, Elena Ze- 
laveta, author of “Elena's S e­ 
crets of Mexican Cooking,” Mex­ 
ican cooking is a blend of ancient 
Aztec ways and that of the Span­ 
ish conquistadors, with 
s o m e 
French, Austrian and Italian in­ 
fluences thrown in. 
Blefia has probably done more 
lo make Mexican food popul a r 
than any other one person in this 
country. Fifteen years ago h e r 
first cook book appeared, a little 
modest paperbouncT book private­ 
ly printed. A group of San Fran­ 
cisco home economists had edited 
it to help Elena, who was blind. 
Today that little book is a col­ 
lector’s item, worth several times 
its original price. And now El - 
ena’s third cook book has ap - 
peared, a beautiful, slick edition 
containing a number of the r e ­ 
cipes from the first book and a 
treasury of others besides. 
Such corn products as tamales 
and Mexican tortillas, she says, 
are still made much the way the 
Aztecs did them. It was the Im 
dians, too, who first develop e d° 
recipes using chocolate, vanilla, 
and tomatoes, ali native Ameri­ 


can ' products. Then along came i 
Cortez and his men, with olive oil 
from Spain, rice and wine. The 
Spaniards 
took 
to 
the 
native 
American products 
and 
before 
long were introducing them to the 
Old World. The Mexicans _ b e ­ 
came just as fond of typicalSpan- 
ish dishes, but in adapting them, 
they added their own distinctive 
touches. 
As for beans, a whole chapter 
is devoted to the subject in El­ 
ena’s latest book, with both Mex­ 
ican and Spanish dishes included. 
One difference we note: w h e n 
her first book appeared, E l e n a 
gave only the laborious Mexican J 
way of cooking frijoles. Fift e e n 
years later she admits she has 
found a faster Americanized way 
of preparing them just as good! I 
Ari especially delicious Spanish 
recipe for Habas or “h o r s e 
beans”

same) Elena describes as “one of 
my father's favorites.”

The issue is Lake Michigan water. 
The protagonists are the Tree Towns of Elmhurst, 
Villa Park, and Lombard. 
The antagonists are the states of Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota, Ohio Pennsylvania, and New York. 
The scene is the chambers of the United States 
Supreme court, Washington, D.C. • 
The curtain is scheduled to rise this week. 
As the drama unfblds, the fate of Chicago’s suburbs 
will hang in the balance. 
The suburbs need the water badly if they hope to 
maintain a Healthy stability in their future expansion. 
. Already the deep water wells to the west and north­ 
west of the metropolis are feeling the strain of the 
thousands of homes, factories, and commercial build­ 
ings that have sprung up in their midst in the past 
IO years. 
To continue expanding, the suburbs will need new 
industry to share the tax loads. 
Industrial planners have shown great interest in 
these areas. Water is the only p r o b l e m . No one can pre­ 
dict accurately how long the present supply will last. 
Ten years is a good estimate. 
* 
Many industrial firms are not willing to risk a large 
Investment with the threat of drought hanging over 
their heads. 
A decision in the high court favoring the Tree 
Towns would ensure the orderly expansion of the sub­ 
urbs; the possibilities would be limitless. 
The six states opposing the Elmhurst-Villa Park- 
Lombard Water Commission’s bid for the lake water 
claim that lake harbor water levels would be endanger­ 
ed if the towns are permitted to tap in. 
Michigan, all but surrounded by the Great Lakes, 
is leading the fight against the towns. .In fighting the 
commission’s petition for an injunction, spokesmen for 
the Wolverine state claim that the use of lake water is 
justified if the water is returned to the lakes after it has. 
been used. 
The Michigan attorney general’s office says that the 
Chicagoland area is the only one which does not return 
the water. (The Chicago area drains into the Illinois 
river system which empties into, the Mississippi river). 
.But spokesmen for the water commission say that 
the amount taken from the lake by the suburbs would be 
negligible (about .0071 per cent of the amount that eva­ 
porates into the air). 
The spokesmen also question Michigan’s contention 
that the other states return all the water they use. They , 
say much of the water is poured into industry and the 
ground with no return. 
And so the stage is s et . . . three small Illinois towns 
battling six powerful states.

Prosperity Wears a Double 


Face; Wealth versus Ethic

The spring of 1959 is 
marked by “Good News 
About Buying” says one of 
my magazines -this week. 
The mood is bright, the 
purses are open, install­ 
ment buying is strong. 
This is good for the na­ 
tional economy. No one 
w a n t s t h a t changed. 
Whether it is entirely good 
for the national ethic is an­ 
other question. 
Let’s look at the picture of 
wealth in the form of a para­ 
ble. It might help us get per­ 
spective on where we sit. I 
live in a town of about 4000 
people. Suppose it represented 
the world in miniature; sup­ 
pose that all the nations of the 
wcwld had proportionate s x t t i - 
# bol ic representation there. The 
‘ American sector” would num­ 
ber only 240 neople of the 4000. 
* the other 3700 would represent 
all the rest of the people of the 
world. 
* 
* 
* 
BUT THE “AMERICAN sec­ 
to r” would receive one half the 
income of the wThole towrn. If 
this could be acted out in a 
town the size of 4000 people, 
we could seje quite dramatically 


what responsibility the small 
group would have. 
In many other respects the 
good fortune of a minority of 
the town would be in bold out­ 
line. We could expect to live, 
on the average, 70 years; all 
the rest, 40 years. Oh, yes, 
about 900 of 
us 
would 
be 
white; the other 3100, non­ 
white. 
How* 
w’ould the 
American 
families that are Christian use 
their income? About $850 per 
family would have to go to mil­ 
itary purposes. $3.50 w'ould go 
as a total figure per family 
toward telling the rest of the 
people why we are Christian.

IF WE KEEP these projec­ 
tions in mind, it sets* the buy­ 
ing mood into focus. Autos: up 
38% over last spring; used au­ 
tos up 79%. Trips to Europe 
up 12% and dishwashers up 
39%. It is clear enough from 
the advertising that we are 
semi-permanently geared now 
to an economy of planned obso­ 
lescence and organized waste, 
to unnecessary buying beyond 
our means: just to keep' the 
economy going aryl growing. 
I am not an economist and 
am not even going to toy with 
the idea concerning what to 
do with it. But I can report 
that ethical thinkers are dis­ 
turbed. They wander w’hat will 
happen through a generation 
ip which the economy must as­ 


sume a basic personally and 
nationally selfish orientation. 
They are disturbed by a sys­ 
tem of production which must 
systematically 
use 
up 
and 
waste as many of our resourc­ 
es as possible. They care that 
the world’s need is often over­ 
looked. (P.S. This is not a de­ 
fense of wTaste in “foreign- 
aid” programs; it is a critique 
of our half-hearted response to 
human need on the voluntary 
basis.)

JOHN C. BENNETT of Un­ 
ion Seminary put it well: “To 
relate Christian faith to a dy­ 
namic economy and to the de­ 
cisions of men who know* that 
they need not accept existing 
standards of living as divinely 
ordained, is a task which re­ 
cent generations of Christians 
have had to undertake in a 
fresh way.” This says a good 
deal about what we think of 
our source of eaming-power, 
our spending, our giving. 
It will mean new perspective 
and personal adjustment on the 
part of all. If I am an average 
American, I spent more last 
year for power brakes or pow­ 
er steering and a few other 
luxuries for my auto than I 
did for my contribution to all 
the world’s need in the year. 
And if I keep "that up, I am 
in trouble.

The only way a policy- 
holder can secure a premium reduction is to 
have his present policy cancelled and then 
rew ritten. 
Secondly, the premium reduction estimate of 
$8.00-$10.00 (yearly) does not seem too accurate. 
The actual annual rate reduction for a frame 
house (and its contents also) is .04 per each 
$100 of insurance. However, since most policies 
are written on a three or five year basis, to get 
an average lower rate, the actual annual prem­ 
ium reduction will approximate .036 per SKX). 
In plain terms, this means that a person with 
$10,000 of insurance on his house will save about 
$3.60 per year, provided he cancels his old policy 
and then has a new? one w’ritten up. For those 
people who have package policies (homeowners 
A or B), the annual savings will average between 
$3 and $5. 
This letter is not written with the inten­ 
tion of criticizing the fire district or it# 
people, hut rather it is in an attempt to set 
the record straight since so many people 
have called to ask for a premium reduction, 
and then were disappointed in not getting 
what they expected. The people responsible 
for getting the fire protection district re­ 
classified have done an excellent service for 
the community, not because they reduced in­ 
surance rates, but much more importantly 
for demonstrating that this relatively new 
fire department is now more able than ever 
to protect life and save property.

As 
an average of 20 DeKalb report­ 
ing locations on Monday, May 4, 
the average soil tem perature was 
63.5 degrees, undoubtedly a re­ 
cord for such an early date.

Mean a Lot 


In Sanitation 


A University of Illinois veter­ 
inarian says forgetting the small 
factors in poultry sanitation can 
be just as dangerous as spilling 
disease 
germs 
in the 
poultry 
flock. 
Dr. L. E. Hanson of the Col­ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine says 
it is important to buy healthy 
day-old chicks, brood them in 
sanitary surroundings and rotate 
yards and ranges. But the small 
things of poultry sanitation, if 
overlooked, can also lead to los- 
j ses from disease. 
He points out that poultrymen 
may spend hours cleaning and 
disinfecting a poultry house and 
then slip up on some other step 
in sanitation. One of these things 
is failure to disinfect shipping 
crates or feed sacks before re- 
.turning them to the flock area. 


KEEP 
VISITORS 
OUT 
OF 
poultry houses and yards and 
stay out of theirs, Dr. Hanson 
advises. 
Before 
entering 
the 
flock area, step into a pan of dis­ 
infectant to kill germs that may 
be on your shoes. 
Make the poultry house bird 
and rodent proof. Disease out­ 
breaks are sometimes traced to 
sparrows, rats or mice. 
Dr. Hanson adds that it is a 
good idea to keep chickens of dif­ 
ferent age groups separated. Old­ 
er hens may be carriers of dis- 
i ease germs, so plan to market 
them each fall and clean and dis­ 
infect the laying house before 
the pullets move in to start the 
laying season.

A HOME GARDENER w i t h 
the proper equipment 
can get 
better plants for transplanting by 
growing his own. But he can also 
buy good, plants from nurseries, 
seed stores, local greenhouses or 
other plant dealers. 
When 
buying 
plants, 
select 
those that are stocky, medium­ 
sized and 
free 
from 
disease. 
Good 'root systems are extreme­ 
ly important. Plants should also 
be 
hardened. 
Hardened 
plants 
have been subjected to cooler 
tem peratures with less water than 
usual. This makes them more 
hardy if tem peratures should drop. 
However, be careful not to over­ 
harden plants. 
Do not buy plants that are 
tender, yellow, spindly, too large 
or diseased. Disease symptoms 
include brown or yellow spots on 
the leaves, or dark brown cank­ 
ers at the base of the stem. 


WHEN MOVING 
the 
plants 


from the container to the garden, 
keep as much soil as possible 
around the roots. Best results are 
obtained when Hie plants are not 
disturbed any more than neces-. 
sary. Plants 
started 
in 
pots, 
bands or other sim ilar containers 
can be transplanted to the field 
with 
less 
injury 
than 
plants 
grown in flats or boxes of soil. 
To transplant cucumbers 
o r 
melons, successfully, start, them 
in bands. When the band is re­ 
moved, the soil remains intact 
and the root system is not dis­ 
turbed. 
In 
transplanting, 
set plants 
slightly deeper than they grew in 
the pot or flat. Cover the roots 
with a little soil, and pour about 
a cup of “ starter solution” into 
the hole around each plant be­ 
fore replacing the soil. Then pack 
the soil firmly around the plant. 


“STARTER SOLUTIONS” are 
concentrated, all-soluble fertiliz­ 
ers containing a high phosphorus 
content. They are used to pro­ 
mote rapid growth and larger, 
earlier yields.” Starter solutions 
are special fertilizers in 
d r y 
form, usually with an analysis 
of about 10-52-17. They are sold 
by most garden, seed . and sup­ 
ply stores. Home gardeners can 
make their own by mixing one 
cup of 5-10-5 or similar analysis 
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in a 12-quart pail of water. 
Plant protectors, usually called 
hot caps or hot tents, are some­ 
times used in early spring to pro­ 
tect vegetables from light frosts 
and cold winds. Put them over 
the plants as soon as they have 
been transplanted if there is dan­ 
ger of frost. After all frost dan­ 
ger is past, open the protector 
gradually to harden the plant.

Water Is Biggest Factor 
In Keeping Plants Healthy 


bv JAM ES FIZZELL

It takes care and attention to ' 
keep trees and shrubs healthy J

"W ater is p ro b a b ly ’more im-; 
portant than any other single 
factor in keeping plants grow l­ 
ing in hot weather. Large plants 
need lost "of w ater. 
Trees 
or 
shrubs planted this year will par­ 
ticularly need w atering through­ 
out the season. 
*

IN W ATERING these plants, 
the soil should be soaked a t least 
a foot deep. This can be done bv 
placing a hose at the base of the 
plant and letting it run slowly 
for several hours. Root soakers 
can be used which place the w a­ 
te r directly in the soil. W atering 
once every ten days should give 
the plants plenty of w ater. 
Root soakers can also be irsed 
to advantage on established trees 
and shrubs. These plants will not 
need w atering as often, but a goo 
soaking is advisable whenever a 
we£k of hot w eather occurs with­ 
out rain. If insuffiient rain falls 
to soak the soil, w atering m ay be 
advisable anyw ay. 


Weeds often interfere with the I 
natural development of trees and I 
shrubs by competing for mois- j 
ture and nutrients. Weeds should I 
be pulled 
out 
or 
chopped out j 
with a hoe. Be careful not to d ig ' 
too deeply into the soil around j 
the plants as this m ay in ju re : 
the sm all feeder roots which are I 
quite near the surface even under I 
large trees. 
IN SECTS WILL cause a lot ofi 
dam age to ornam ental plants this j 
year. Red spider mited will be 
particularly" dam aging to ever- j 
greens.

The thickest foxtail stands were 
in a four-inch band over the rows. 
These bands averaged 28 foxtail 
stem s in every foot of row length.

A SECOND part of the weed 
study wras designed to find hilt 
whether or not vveeds actually 
compete with growing crops for 
soil nutrients. R esearchers set up 
separate plote and applied super­ 
phosphate and potash according 
{o test. Then they put the equiv­ 
alent of 80 pounds of actual ni­ 
trogen on each acre of the test 
plots. 
The nutrient stu.dy plots were 
planted to corn at 16,000 plants 
an acre. Some of the plots were 
^lean-cultivated while others had 
a giant foxtail population of 27 
stem s in each foot of row length.

Where only the 80 pounds of 
nitrogen was used, foxtail in the 
rows cut corn 'yields nearly 19 
bushels an acre.

Knake says these figures show 
that weeds do lower corn yields 
and also that adding nitrogen to 
growing corn increases yields re­ 
gardless of w hether or not the 
corn is weedy.
